Mr. La­ 
m ar him self ex plains his im persona­ 
tion of congressm en on the grou nd 
that he m erely d esired to d o his friend , j 
Ed Lau terbach, a generou s tu rn and , 
restore him to the good graces of J. P. 
M organ & Co., and Ku hn, Loeb & Co. ■ 
Q u estions by m em bers of the com­ 
m ittee led to the plain inference t ha t ; 
they su spected that the pu rpose of the ’ 
m aneu v ers of Lam ar and L au terbach j 
were to obtain a grip u i>on certain 
j 
lead ers of W all street, with a v iew to 
m aking personal capital. 
Mr. L am ar’s confessions d id not stop 
with his statem ents in regard to im­ 
personating Riord an and Palm er. 
He 
acknow led ged tha t he had im personat­ 
ed others, and Lewis Cass Led y ard , 
the New York la w e r, fu rnished the 
com m ittee with som e of the nam es. 
They inclu d ed J. Sergeant Cram, the 
pu blic serv ice com m issioner, and Dem­ 
ocratic N ational C hairm an McCombs, 
whom L am ar had seem ingly m ad e to 
conv erse w ith C hairm an C harles D. 
Hilles of the Repu blican national com­ 
m ittee. 
L am ar was the m ost self-possessed , 
com placent w itness tha t has ev er been 
seen before a congressional inv estigat­ 
ing com m ittee.

w as appointed to prepare a mod el com­ 
pu lsory ed u cation law to be presented 
to other state legislatu res.

ad d itio n to hav ing 
been o n the po lice fo rce “Mik e Mul 
hall was fo r three y ears, beginning 
in 19 8 6 , a Secret Serv ice o perativ e 
in Clev eland , and acco rd ing to Mrs 
Mu lhall lo st his po sitio n mo re fo r 
po litical reaso ns than any thing else 
Mrs. Mu lhall threw so me interest­ 
ing sid e lights o n the character and 
career o f her fo rmer hu sband . 
She 
d o es no t call him Co lo nel, and seems 
inclined to d o u bt the legitimacy o f 
the title, which he is said to hav e 
acqu ired as a member o f Go v erno r 
McKinley ’s staff. 
M. M. Mu lhall, as he is k no wn in 
the annals o f the po lice d epartment, 
was 28 y ears o ld when he was nam­ 
ed a patro lman. 
His wife, who m he 
married a y ear later, say s he then 
claimed to be 26 y ears o ld , and that 
he was in reality abo u t 30 o r 32. She 
said that her hu sband was v ery se­ 
cretiv e abo u t his affairs, and claimed 
to hav e been bo m in New Yo rk .

Acco rd ing to the letter, parts o f 
which are repro d u ced , Mr. Sherman

d iscu ssed . 
Mu lhall 
alleges in the 
letter that Sherman spo k e 
as fo l­ 
lo ws : 
“Mr. W atso n info rmed me that he 
k new v ery well that the Bev erid ge 
factio n and Bev erid ge’s friend s in In ­ 
d iana wo u ld d o all they co u ld to k eep 
him (W atso n) o u t o f Mr. T afts’ cab­ 
inet.

He to ld me o f a lo ng 
interv iew he had with Mr. Emery o n 
last Frid ay afterno o n, and said he 
to ld Mr. Emo ry to go and see James 
F. Bu rk e, o f the Twenty -first Penn­ 
sy lv ania d istrict, as Mr. Bu rk e war- 
v ery clo se to Senato r Kno x and that 
Mr. Bu rk e wo u ld k no w what chances 
there were fo r him (W atso n) to se­ 
cu re this place.” 
Ano ther part o f the co rrespo nd ­ 
ence relates to W atso n's emplo y ment 
by the asso ciatio n to secu re a tariff 
co mmssiio n after his retirement fro m 
Co ngress. Mr. W atso n retired March 
4, 19 09 , and his wo rk in this regard 
was d u ring the special 
sessio n o f 
Co ngress which co nv ened so o n afte r­ 
ward s. The letter Mu lhall alleges he 
wro te to W atso n Au gu st 2, 19 09 , is 
as fo llo ws:

Mr. Emo ry and the o thers all lo o k 
at it as a co ntract with y o u and they 
want to see that y o u are co mpensated 
at the earliest po ssible mo ment.” 
The newspaper ed ito rials o n the 
Mu lhall charges, especaillv tho se as 
related to 
Jam es E. W atso n, 
hav e 
stru ck a rather 
friend ly strain in 
fav o r o f the fo rm er 
co ngressman. 
The general sentiment o f Ind iana ed ­ 
ito rs is that ju d gment sho u ld be with­ 
held u ntil the general charges hav e 
been co nclu siv ely pro v ed . 
They seem to believe, to o , that the 
character o f Mu lhall and the spirit 
in which he mad e the alleged “ex ­ 
po se” sho u ld lead peo ple to be v ery 
co nserv ativ e in fo rming an o pinio n 
co ncerning (he merits o f the charges 
preferred by Mu lhall.

themselv es. 
The fo llo wing fro m The Co nners- 
ville News is ty pical: 
“ The pu blic will be wise if it with­ 
ho ld s ju d gment o n 
what this man 
Mu lhall has said in his sensatio nal 
sto ry , giv en to the press Su nd ay . In_ 
the first place he was d ischarged fo r 
reaso ns no t y et mad e k no wn by the 
asso ciatio n o f 
m anu factu rers 
as 
their agent and tried hard bu t v ainly ’ 
to be re-instated . 
Fu rthermo re he 
has sav ed all letters and d o cu ments 
secu red thro u gh co rrespo nd ence d u r­ 
ing the y ears he was in the asso cia­ 
tio n’s emplo y —d o cu ments that real­ 
ly belo ng to his emplo y ers if to any ­ 
bo d y . Do u btless he d id this fro m the 
first with a view to m ark eting them 
if he ev er had o ppo rtu nity to d o so 
at a go o d price. 
Then his sto ry o f 
the Ind iana campaign in 19 08 , d o es 
no l fit the facts acco rd ing to state­ 
ments o f d isinterested men 
who se 
wo rd the pu blic is d ispo sed to accept. 
If startling rev elatio ns are 
mad e 
(and perhaps there will be) it will no t 
be by the u nsu ppo rted wo rd s o f Mu l­ 
hall bu t by the d o cu ments he has in 
pick le o r by o ther co ro bo rativ e ev i­ 
d ence.” 
The Richmo nd Pallad iu m, which 
has been v ery u nfriend ly in the last

He is to hav e a chance to go 
befo re the co ngressio nal inv estigat­ 
ing co mmittee and ex plain his co n­ 
nectio n with the case.

d istrict he represented in co ngress so 
many y ears, we who se v o tes enabled 
him to rise to 
pro minence in

co u ncils jef tfi| co u ntry , can affo rd 
to #rait iihtil he has been heard be­ 
fo re parsing ju d gm ent u po n him.” 
The Richmo nd Item has interv iews 
with Richmo nd

“White i>eo ple sho u ld 
be carefu l 
abo u t Che co nd itio n o f the fo o d they 
eat o t »11 so aso ns o f the y ear, they 
sho uld be particu larly watchfu l d u ring 
the su mmer mo nths. 
In ho t weather 
bacteria mu ltiply far mo re rapid ly 
than in ©o ld weather and pro d u ce 
chemical 
changes 
in 
so tip e 
fo o d s, 
which greatly lessen their nu£ gitive 
v alu e and o ften mak e them u nfit fo r 
hu man co nsumptio n. 
“The ho u sewife will find ey es and 
no se the safest practical d etectiv es o f 
bad fo o d in ho t weather. 
If any arti­ 
cle has any su spicio n o f an u nu su al 
o d o r 
or lo o k s abno rmal it sho uld be 
avo id ed . 
Peo ple eating in d o u btfu l 
restau rants 
sho u ld 
be 
particu larly 
carefu l alx mt meats o r fish ¡bo o k ed 
with a highly spiced o r aro matic 
sauce, which might d isgu ise a bad 
taste o r warning o d o r. 
Only sweet 
smelling, clean fo o d sho uld be eaten. 
“Taste, o f co urse, is a su pplementary 
test, bu t o ne to be u sed aftef ey es, 
no se and fingers. A mo ther befo re she 
allo ws her child to eat any thing sho u ld 
ex amine it carefu lly in a go o d light, 
smell it and finally taste it. 


Keep A ll Food Covered . 
“Milk particu larly d et<MfSfcite#iiapid - 
ly u nd er su mmer heat, especially if it 
alread y co ntains bacteria. Ho u sewiv es, 
therefo re sho u ld see to it that their 
milk after being left by the milk man 
d o es no t stand fo r any length o f time 
o n a ho t back po rch o r sto o p befo re it 
is pu t in the icebo x . 
Milk bo ttles 
sho uld be k ept clo sed , bo th4 in the ice­ 
bo x and o u t o f it. 
If there is any 
d o u bt at all as to the ex cellence o f the 
lo cal anilk su pply , pasteu rize all milk . 
“All fo o d s sho u ld be k ept co v ered o r 
wrapped and alway s o u t o f the reach 
o f flies, which are d ead ly carriers, o f 
ty pho id . 
All vesse.ls, pitchers, etc.. in 
.which fo o d is to be sto red sho u ld first 
be scald ed . 
Fo o d sho u ld be hand led 
as little as po ssible. 
The icebo x , es­ 
pecially its d rain pipe, sho uld be clean­ 
ed tho ro u ghly and frequ ently with bo il­ 
ing water and washing so d a and giv en 
an o ccasio nal airing. A persistent bat­ 
tle sho uld be waged against flies in all 
parts o f the ho me. 
“Unco o k ed fo o d s as a general pro po ­ 
sitio n sho uld be avo id ed . Child ren 
sho u ld no t be allo wed to eat the sk ins 
o f fru its, especially fru its which hav e 
been ex po sed to flies o r street d irt o n 
u nscreened stand s o r pu shcarts. 
“The po ssibility o f ty pho id fev er ev ­ 
ery where is alway s present. Insist o n 
bo iled water. If y o u abso lutely » 6 Anno t 
get bo iled water, mak e v ery su re abo u t 
the repu tatio n o f springs, wells o r taj> 
water. 
Refu se abso lu tely to tak e any 
water that co mes fro m a so u rce near 
an o u tho u se o r stable o r in a neighbo r­ 
ho o d where fev er is at all prev alent. 


Boiled W a te r Palatable. 
“Bo iled water can be mad e ju st as 
palatable as unbo iled water. The flat 
taste which bo iled water has so o n after 
it has been bo iled is d u e to the fact 
that bo iling d riv es o u t o f it tbe air 
which it held in so lutio n. If the w ater 
after bo iling is pu t in scald ed shaHo w 
o pen pans and allo wed to stand fo r 
twenty -fo u r ho urs where .flies o r d irt 
canno t get at it. it will regain its air 
and hav e its u su al taste resto red by 
the seco nd d ay . 
“Finally it is particu larly impo rtant 
in su mmer that peo ple sho uld no t be 
misled into believ ing that the label 
‘Gu aranteed u nd er the Fo o d and Dru gs 
Act’ o n cans and pack ages means that 
the go v ernment has tested these fo o d s 
and pro no unced them pu re and d esira­ 
ble, 
The go v ernment d o es no t mak e- 
the gu arantee. The gu arantee is mad e 
who lly by the manu factu rer and means 
no mo re than when y o u r o wn co rner 
gro cer gu arantees that the su gar ho 
weighs o u t fo r y o u is all right. 
Ex ­ 
amine go o d s labeled ‘gu aranteed ’ ju st 
as carefu lly as any o ther k ind .’*

“W hy is it th at the Afro-American 
bro ther buy s Anti-Curl?" be asts. 
“W hy ?” I asts. 
"Because.” he say s, "he w ants to be 
as much like a w hite man as he possi­ 
bly can. 
He strives to burst his birth’s 
invidious bar. Danny . They talk abo ut 
progress and education for the Afro- 
A m erican bro ther and uplift and ad­ 
vancem ent and Industrial education 
and m anual training and all th at so rt 
of thing, especially we no rtherners. 
| But w hat the Afro-American bro ther 
thinks abo ut and dream s abo ut and 
longs fo r and pray s to be—when he 
thinks a t all—is to be white. 
We’ll put 
up and sell a preparatio n to turn the 
negroes w hite!” 
T hat was his great idea. 
He was 
more excited over it than 1 ever seen 
him before abo ut any thing. 
It sounded like so easy a way to get 
rich it m ade rue wonder why no one 
had ever done it before, If it could real­ 
ly be worked. 
I didn’t believe much it 
could be worked. 
But Dr. Kirby he say s he has begun 
his experim ent« already with arsenic.

It wou ld be hard to cou nt or to k eep 
tab on the many, m any gentlem en 
who are entitled to be called “the Hon. 
Mr. So and So.” 
T here are governors 
by 
the half dozen, 
representatives 
and an occasional senator. 
These no­ 
tables are rather lost sight of in this 
camp. The com rades apparently agree 
w ith Lincoln, who said in the G ettys­ 
bu rg speech:

The y ear's report, pu blished y eier- 
day , shows that In dian a crops g en ­ 
erally this y ear are abov e the av er­ 
ag e. 
The followin g is a con den sed 
accou n t of the report: 
The In dian a farmer who had

“hu n ch” to plan t plen ty of corn an d 
\v hg at an d let 
oats 
alon e 
shou ld 
Weiiv broad smiles this y ear, for all 
sig n s are that he has 
“stru ck 
it 
rich.” With a few g ood rain s in the 
n ex t fou r or fiv e weeks 
the 
corn 
crop will be the larg est ev er g rown | 
in the state. 
The y ield will be su ch j 
a “bu mper” that presen t cribs will | 
be wholly in adequ ate to hold it. 
Special reports from 
correspon ­ 
den ts of The News in ev ery part of 
In dian a tell on e g ladsome story for 
the ben efit of farmers, the shippers 
an d the con su mer. 
These 
reports 
are based on actu al observ ation by 
g rain dealers, ban kers an d shippers, 
who are all directly in terested in the 
crops, an d who make it a bu sin ess 
to kn ow actu al con dition s. 
The acreag e of corn 
is 
g reater 
than last y ear, perhaps 15 to 25 per 
cen t. 
The plan ts g ot a 
late 
start 
owin g to the heav y sprin g rain s an d 
the drou g ht that followed, bu t n ow, 
u n der the in flu en ce of “timely rain s 
an d a hot su n y ou can almost see 
the corn g row,” as on e farmer pu ts 
it. 
On ly a few cou n ties report that 
prospects are far below the av earg e 
crop: 
“Bu mper,” “ban n er,” “record 
breakers,” “abov e av erag e,” “larg e” 
an d “g ood” are some of the descrip­ 
tiv e terms u sed in 
tellin g of corn 
prospects. 
Of cou rse, it is too early 
to estimate accu rately the y ield an 
acre, bu t if season able rain s fall an d 
I frost holds off till late, an y where be­ 
tween forty an d on e hu n dred bu sh­ 
els an acre wou ld n ot be su rprisin g 
in rich v alley lau ds. 
Reports on wheat are less ex tra­ 
v ag an t than on corn , bu t there is a 
g ood y ield an acre, an d in some cou n ­

Man y fru it

the birds or the elemen ts. 
Blackberries are abu n dan t an d of 
g ood qu ality , bu t early raspberries 
in the sou thern part of the

were small, an d in some places dried 
u p by the heat.
